EAGLE II DISAPPOINTMENT 


EAGLE II’s use of amateur radio during its historic voyage 

F across the Atlantic received disappointingly little publicity. ABC’s 
hour-long special Sunday night made no mention of Amateur Rad- 
io at all, and NEWSWEEK, while stating that Amateur Radio 
“helped save the voyage...,”” put Herb Johnson’s Atlas down as 

“‘a crude ham radio...”’ that had to be coaxed into service after 

the rest of the ballon’s communications gear failed. 

Though none of the three balloonists were themselves Amateurs, 
there were Amateurs (including WSOCP) in the Eagle II’s ground 
support crew. The Atlas had been taken along for compact, light- 
weight backup communications, and when the crew found them- 
selves without other communications halfway through their trip, 
their emergency use of Amateur frequencies under paragraph 
1381 of the International Radio Regulations was not inapprop- 
riate. (HR REPORT 9/1)

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ANTENNA ORDINANCE 
By Dave Kaiser, WB4LIV 

(Editors note: This arrived too late for last months issue.) 

All outdoor antennas will be banned in Coral Springs, Fla. (North of 
Ft. Lauderdale) if city commissioners adopt a new “‘ife-style ordinance.” 

A public hearing was scheduled on the ordiance and if approved it 
will prohibit outdoor antennas in single-family and two-family areas. 
Ham radio operators with existing antennas would have to remove them 
within two years from the adoption of the ordinance. 

In Multiple-family zoned districts, outside antennas would be per- 
mitted on structures which are two stories high or greater if the antenna 
system is for the whole complex and is not visible from adjacent right- 
of-way. 

Residents of ‘The Hills,’ an exclusive single-family subdivision have 
already asked for relief from the proposed ordinance. Some 36 of 37 
residents in the area signed a petition asking for exclusion from the 
ordiance. More details next month.

Editor: 


I read with dismay Mr. Hunt’s recent attack on the public ser 
vice aspect of amateur radio (FLORIDA SKIP Aug. 78). At first I 
thought that the author’s attack was aimed at the illicit use of ama- 
teur radio equipment aboard vessels; those using available ham gear 
for ship to shore communications. I agree that his practice must not 
be condoned nor encourage, and that in the interest of maintaining 
some degree of integrity within the amateur faternity, that this pra- 
ctice should be discourage and reported to the cogizant authorities 
as appropriate. Has Mr. Hunt done this in the six specific cases of 
which he has personal knowledge?? 

Mr. Hunt shifted his attack to legitimat amateurs who were mer- 
ely trying to perform a public service. These amateurs were not out 
for fame nor fortune. The merits of any distress case can be chall- 
enged, but it would seem to me to be totally irresponsible to pre- 
judge the situation based on the fact that the station is unlicensed 
for amateur service operation. It would seem to me that someone 
hearing such a call would be required by the common laws of mor 
ality and human decency to respond to such a call, and to offer 
whatever assistance was required. Would an air controller refuse aid 
to a stricken aircraft if the only person available to fly the plane 


Were an unlicensed pilot?? Would a rescue squad refuse aid to the 
victem of an auto accident if he could not produce a drivers license? 
Of course not. 

In the strictest terms of legality, Mr. Hunt, the master mariner, 
should refer to the ITU Radio Regulations. Specifically, paragraph 
1323 and 1323A describe distress situations. Further, paragraph 1324 
reads ‘‘(2) However, ship and aircraft stations which cannot transmit 
on the carrier frequency 2182 kHz or, in accordance with No. 1323 
A, on the carrier frequencies 4136.3 kHz or 6204 kHz (as from 1 
January 1978 or to be replaced by the carrier frequencies 4125 kHz 
and 6215.5 kHz respectively) should use ANY OTHER AVAILABLE 
FREQUENCY on which attention might be attracted.’’. 

Mr. Hunt next shifts his attack to the ‘“‘rule makers.’? The 
area of marine communicatio is one that is undergoing much chan- 
ge on national as well as the international scene. I don’t think that 
this is the forum (amateur radio publications) for waging the battle 
of VHF/FM versus MF/HF-SSB versus 2182 kHz AM. 

The inaccuracies of the author’s article were replete. The date 
of the episode was 13 May 1978. The net was the Maritime Mobile 
Service Net. The vessel (S/V VAGABONDO) was 40 feet in length. 
The statement that VHF marine radio is “worthless for most com- 
munications”? is dangerously misleading when not contained in the 
Proper context. The vessel does have a valid commercial call sign, 
WYL-6178. Oh yes, K4CG is located in Alexandria, VA. AKWM- 
2 is currently listed at $3,533, and power supply at $440.00. Two 
of these and a 30L-1 linear amplifier ($1,689) is worth $9,635.00. 
There are any number of good MF/HF SSB marine radio on the 
market, 8 to 12 channels in the range of $900 to $1,700. These 
are not off brands, but are by such manufacturers as Motorola, 
Northern Radio and Raytheon. VHF/FM marine radios, $250 to 
$350 and they are comparably priced with amateur radio two met- 
er rigs. 

The very existance of amateur radio today as we know it is 
owed largely to the value derived through public service. The sit- 
uation that Mr. Hunt referred to was but one. I don’t know what 
kind of axe Mr. Hunt is trying to grind, but I feel that he does 
amateur radio a great injustice with his negative references to 
“public service’? and ‘‘do gooders.” It is my feeling that Mr. Hunt 
has misdirected his efforts in this matter, and has served to dis- 
credit the amateur faternity while personifying his call.

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SOUTH FLORIDA HA NEW E.L.T.

Good news for South Fla. pilots. In the tradition of Amateur 
Radio, and in the spirit of Public Service, the AREC Repeater 
Group of West Palm Beach has completed an addition to the 07/67 
repeater capabilities. 

For those of us who don’t fly, the term “ELT” means very little. — 
To the pilot it could mean life or death. The Emergency Locator 
Transmitter (ELT) is required aboard all aircraft and will transmit 
automatically upon impact. The signal is a siren-like AM tone on 
121.5 MHz and can be heard many miles away. A common 
drawback of the system is that it can be set off by a very hard 
landing, which may go undetected by the pilot. These common 
false alarms have caused the FAA to stop monitoring in many 
locations, thus a crash may go undetected for many precious hours. 

The 07/67 repeater is the first to install a ELT receiver to 
monitor 121.5. When received, the signal triggers a relay which 
causes a specialized ID to come up on the repeater. The CAP 
and/or FAA is then notified that an ELT is being heard and will 
offer the ARES help if needed. Early in Sept. our help was used to 
locate a signal in the showroom of a local electronics store. That 
was a transmitter hunt with a purpose. 

Groups interested in participating in this service should contact 
their local CAP. An ELT receiver network could give CAP instant 
notification and general location. PUBLIC SERVICE is HAM 
radio.
